52 Jefferson County proved no exception in the nation's 
Republican landslide Tuesday, when the Third District elec- 
ted Thruston Ballard Morton to succeed his Democrat op- 
ponent, Emmett O'Neal, to Congress by a majority of 
than 17,000. In the Senatorial 
race successful John Sherman 



; Cooper, Republican candidate, 
ran ahead of John Young 
Brown, by more than 20,000 votes 
in the ci.y and county area. 

The vote was unusually heavy 
and the Republican lead out- 
stripped predictions, even of the 
Republican leaders themselves. 
In conceding his defeat, Mr. 
O'Neal said, "I didn't know there 
were that many Republicans." 

This is the first time that Jef- 
ferson County has elected a Re- 
publican congressman since Mau- 
rice H. Thatcher was sent to Con- 
gress from this district in 1930. 

Two members were named on 
the County Board of Education 
at the polls, Tuesday, when Rich- 
ard L Mcintosh defeated J. W. 
Hume, Jr., in the second school 
district and Dr. C. B. Shacklette 
won over three opponents in the 
fifth distric. One of Dr. Shack- 
lette's opponents was Mrs. W. E. 
.Caldwell, incumbent member of 
■ the board, who ran second. The 
other two were Edward J. Young, 
Jr., and Mrs. Margaret Layman. 

Mcintosh said yesterday, ' 
wish to thank the people of the 
district for the support given me." 
He pledged his best efforts to- 
ward any possible improvements 
to the county school system 
whole.

for God. After a time at 
the church In Antioch, the urge to 
preach the gospel sent Paul out on 
his second missionary journey. This 
time his partner was Silas, because 
he and Barnabas had separated 
over taking Mark along, since he 
had turned back in the midst of the 
first missionary Journey. Timothy 
took his place (Acts 16:1-5). 

Our lesson is of unusual Import 
because it tells us how the gospel 
first came to Europe, trom whence 
It later came to America. Paul's 
efforts to continue his ministry in 
Asia were hindered by the Holy 
Spirit (Acts 16:6, 7). It was then 
that he was given a heaven-sent 
vision of a man in Macedonia cry- 
ing for help. At once the party set 
out to obey the leading of the Holy 
Spirit (Acts 16.9, 10). 

I. Paul's Ministry to the Philip- 
plans (Acts 16:11-15). 

Philippi was an important city, 
a Roman colony and outpost. Ap- 
parently the Jews who had come 
I there to live had not felt any strong 
I desire for religious fellowship, for 
| they had built no synagogue. Cer- 
| tain godly women met on the Sab- 
bath by the riverside for prayer. 
Here was Paul's opportunity and 
he took it.

cial interest. It presents the turn- 
ing point in the progress of the gos- 
pel, which by the grace and lead- 
ing of God brought it northward 
to Europe rather than southward 
into Africa or eastward through 
Asia. Many of us have heard be- 
cause of the way Paul was led, and 
one wonders if Europe and America 
might not 
"dark 

Africa and India. We are what 
are by the grace of God. He sent 
us the gospel through Paul that day 
at Philippi. 

Then we note that the first con- 
vert was a woman. She was not 
the last woman to give an attentive 
ear and a believing heart to the 
gospel message. The church 
through all its history has been 
blessed by the readiness of women 
to bear and heed the gospel. 

We like to note that Lydia set a 
pattern of hospitality and service 
which her sisters in the church have 
maintained (see v. 15). She "con- 
strained" the visiting preachers to 
enjoy the comforts of her home, 
and thus put forward the work of 
Christ (see III John 5-8). 

It is encouraging to observe how 
perfectly the leading of the Holy 
Spirit worked out in the experience 
of Paul and his brethren. The Lord 
sent his prepared messenger to the 
place where there was a prepared 
heart waiting to receive the Word. 

We may confidently go on the er- 
rands of our God, knowing that 
when he leads he goes before and 
prepares the way. That does 
mean that there will be no trials 
and difficulties. Paul had plenty of 
them (see II Cor. 11:23-33). But It 
does mean that we may go with 
the assurance of blessed results, 
his name, and with the grace to 
bear whatever comes along the 

The second Scripture portion of 
our lesson is not rel ' "

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THE FOOTLOG | 

How I have missed saying 
something about the footlog 
through the ten and more years 
that this column has been appear- 
ing is more than I can explain. 
Certainly is not due to any lack 
of memories of footlogs, for I 
still try my skill in crossing them 
every time I see one. That mid- 
dle age and poor eyesight have 
still cooperated to keep me from 
disaster is something to be thank- 
ful for. 

At Sulphur Springs Church we 
had a footlog that we all took 
pride in. Several men of the 
community cut down a large tree, 
hewed it smooth on one side, and 
then, with the aid of a team of 
mules and a block and tackle, 
got it across the creek and an- 
chored to two trees. That formed 
a way across the Beechy Fork 
to the sulphur spring that gave 
the church its name. Everybody 
who came into Fidelity neighbor- 
hood just had to go to the spring 
and drink some of the white sul- 
phur water. That meant driving 
across the muddy ford cr leaving 
one's buggy across the creek near 
the church and walking the foot- 
log. Many footlogs now have at 
least a wire strung up to hold 
on to, but ours did not have any 
such sissy appendage; we just 
walked acoss like big boys and 
guyed unmercifully the cry- 
babies and girls who could not 
get across unless somebody led 
them. Some years the freshets 
would wash out a pretty deep 
bole right under the footlog; then 
it seemed especially brave to go 
across unaided. Some other years 
brought great quantities of sand 
from up the creek, where the 
hillsides were eroding and ruin- 
ing whole farms; then our deep 
hole was likely to be a sandbar 
with a mere trickly of water to 
one side of it. We do not feel so 
and did not try to

Report of County Treasurer 
James E. Tierney was received 
and filed.

Its 1200 acres stretch along the shore approximately four and a 
half miles, on both sides of the bridge, and contain many sites that af- 
ford the prettiest possible views. 

Boat docks, installed and operated under lease to private nlerests, 
care for every variety of water craft from the smallest row boats to 
Diesel powered excursion boats and. the harbor provides anchorage tor 
the largest yachts roaming inland waters. Swimming, fishing, duck 
shooting, picnlcing and the like have already become popular there, 
though State Park developments have not yet gotten under way.

ALWAYS AS APPEAR 



think that 
most of the cattle being marketed 
by farmers bring the top prices 
quoted in newspapers and other 
market reports. As a matter of 
fact, by far the greater portion 
are sold for prices considerably 
below top prices," says a report 
made public by the Livestock 
Committee of the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

"Top prices for cattle make 
the headlines, but what the av- 
erage consumer does not under- 
stand is that it is only the ex- 
ceptional individuals which com- 
mand these top prices. Futher- 
more, the meat from these top 
animals does not, as a rule, get 
into the regular channels of trade 
but is sold to hotels, exclusive 
restaurants, night clubs, etc. 

"During the time when the 
headlines told that cattle were 
bringing 25 to 30 or more cents 
a pound, the vast majority of cat- 
tle were selling for from 18 to 
20 cents a pound, and many con- 
siderably below that. Often only 
a truckload or less of cattle com- 
mand top price. 

"The marketing of cattle is 
seasonal, with heavy runs com- 
ing in the fall months. A com- 
parison of totals marketed in 
1946 as of October 18 through | 
the Louiville yards compared 
to the same period in 1945 shows 
negligible difference in the two 
figures — 115,000 for 1945 and 
117,000 for 1946."

FORAGE-POISONING J \ 

'■° \ A warning to guard against 
,f j feeding mouldy hay, silage, corn- 
I fodder, grains and other feeds 
has been issued by Dr. W. W. 
Dimock of the U. K. Experiment 
Station, as this is the season 
when animals become ill from 
forage-poisoning. 

Corn, corn stover, hays and 
silage are especially dangerous to 
horses and mules, he said. For 
pigs and chickens, corn, garbage, 
spoiled canned fruits and vege- 
tables are common sources of the 
poison. 

One of the symptoms of forage- 
poisoning is paralysis. Affected 
animals have difficulty swallow- 
ing. This condition is most evi- 
dent in horses. Animals, espe- 
cially pigs and chickens, are often 
unable to stand. In chickens the 
disease is called limber-neck, be- 
cause the head hangs limp. 

To prevent poisoning of stock, 
Dr. Dimock suggests that farm- 
ers make sure feeds are sound 
and of good quality and have 
been properly cured and stored. 
Other advice: 
Never feed silage to horses and 

Never feed spoiled canned 
canned goods to pigs and chick- 
When stock becomes sick and 
symptoms point to forage poison- 
ing, change the feed at once; then 
have the suspected feed tested. 

Dr. Dimock points out that corn 
in the center of big cribs some- 
times fails to dry out properly, 
and so becomes a source of bot- 
ulism or forage-poisoning. Such
